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In response to the Office Action of September 17, 2004, on December 17, 2004 
Applicant filed a Terminal Disclaimer. Only claims 1 and 6-14 had been rejected and only under 
obviousness-type double patenting relative to U.S. Patent No. 6,731,232. In light of the 
submission of the Terminal Disclaimer, Applicant fully responded to the Office Action. 
Therefore, all claims have been in condition for allowance since December 17, 2004. This 
paper is submitted lest the Examiner not have realized that the December 17, 2004 submission 
of the Terminal Disclaimer was, in fact, a response to the Office Action.
